RUPERT - Swimmers in fast flowing ir- 
rigation canals should know they are on pri- 
vate property and could be charged with* 
trespassing. 

‘They’re not public waters," A&B Irriga- 
tion District Manager Virgil Temple said. 
“We do not tolerate any swiming in our 
"canals." 

With school out and temperatures rising, 
kids are looking for quick places to cool off. 
Temple recommends the Snake River or the 
two public swimming pools in Rupert and 
Burley, not canals. 

"We strictly encourage people to stay out 
- of canal systems," Temple said. 

. . If they come across people swimming in 
canals, A&B employees order the swim- 
mers out. Temple said. 

Aside from being private property, Tem- 
pie said canals are dangerous places for 


■people to swim. Fast flowing water can 
. whisk weaker swimmers .away. Canals are 
filled with unseen hazards underwater. 
Temple added. Measuring devices and 
gates can be hidden, he said, and the bot- 
toms of the canals arc usually littered with 
broken glass and rocks. 

Careless or. unaware s%vimmers have 
drowned in irrigation canals, Temple. said. 

Herbicides oflen run off into canals as 
well, he said, and can pose a health hazard. 

"Tlierc's just a lot of hazards,” Temple 
said. 

Every year, local irrigation districts 
sponsor the Otto Otter program, which 
goes into third-grade classrooms and 
teaches the dangers surrounding canals. 
Last year, Temple said 380 third-graders 
learned not to swim in canals. 

Tbe lesson is reinforced in the sixth- 
grade during water awareness week. 

“An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure," Temple said.

Sarah and Bill Nelson 
forge strong bond after 
death of mother, wife

TWIN FALLS - Life hasn’t been easy 
for Sarah Nelson since her mother died>in 
the waning days of 1991 . But Sarah, now 
15, doesn't .feel her cup of parental love 
is half empty. 

For her, it’s at least half full. 

Sarah’s father, a good-natured bear of 
a man, is her best friend, protector and 
provider. Bill Nelson, 53, hasn’t remar- 
~ried~ but he-modestly does what he’ean - 
to make his daughter’s life complete. 

“He works so hard, then comes home 
‘ and tries to help me," she said in nn inter- 
view. “He doesn’t see it, but I do.” 

In a recent letter to the editor of The 
Times-News, Sarah lauded her father and 
urged others to ponder what their dads do 
forthem. 

”... if you really think about what fa- 
thers do, they are up there in the high 
kingdom with mothers," Sarah wrote. 

“Fathers work .their fingers to the bone, 
come home and try to keep a marriage 
alive, and most fathers still have time for 
their children." 

Mothers get plenty of attention on 
Mother’s Day, Sarah wrote, but fathers 
typically get a shirt, or a tie, and a hug on 
Father’s Day.

enforcement fuqds for BLM 


WASHINGTON — House Republicans have taken 
the first step toward ending federal enforcement of en- 


vironmental and other laws on Western public lands, - 
where officers have been threatened and attacked by 
: anti-government extremists and militia members. 

Rep. Don Young, R-Alaska, chainnah of the House 
Resources Committee, recommended last month to the 
House Appropriations Committee - that more than $10 
■ million authorized for the Burriau of Land Manage- 
ment’s" resource protection and law enforcement pro- 
grams he "zeroed out” 

Young’s letter to House Appropriations Committee 
C hai r m an Ralph Regula, R-Ohio, also asked that the 
. law enforcement budget of the U.S. Forestry Service 
be sharply reduced from this year’s $63.5 million to 
$54 million. 

Young gave no reasons in his letter, and neither he 
nor his staff responded to requests for comment But 
conservative Western Republicans on the committee 
and Sen. Larry Craig, R-Idaho, have criticized federal 
restrictions on mining, logging, livestock grazing and 
water use and have called for the disarming of federal 


officers. Rep. Helen Chenowith, R-Idaho, a committee 
member, has called for. legislation to proltibjtjfedenxl 
officers from canying weapons iritb any aren without 
the permission of local authorities. 

In an appeal to Regula June 5, two environmental 
advocacy groups asked that Young’s suggestions be 
rejfccted. ^ 

A BLM spokesman. in Boise, who noted that public 
lands attract 64 million visitors a year, listed more 
than 100 criminal incidents over thwpost two years in 
which BLM rangers needed sidcarms. 

The suggested cuts in the Forest Service enforce- 
ment budget would have a similar effect, reducing the 
number of forest rangers from the current 1,035 to 1 
about 825, said Michael Francis, a Wilderness Society 
expert Young did not suggest cuts in the National 
Pork Service enforcement budget, said Friincis, be- 
cause “they are visible and deal mainly with tourists in 
the parks, and the parks arc politically very popular.” 
Frances Hunt, a leader of the 60-year-old Wilder- 
ness Society, said) however, that reducing the enforce- 
ment powers of federal agencies “may be part of the 
•stated Republican agenda, which includes. the privatiz- 
ing and sale of federal lands, forests and some parks."

Gunther has a master’s degree in 
fish and wildlife management and 
is the park’s bciir management spe- 
cialist. But because he has to col- 
lect some roadkill for bait to trap 
problem bears, : he was also called 
on to spend about 10 percent of his 
time leading the park’s roadkill 
projects. . ' 

“It’s not fun. It’s not glamorous,” 
said Gunther of this port of his job. 
"Gutting lots of animals gets old 
after awhile I It’s not what I had in 
Goindrwhcn I wcnt into wildlife 
rfihnngcmenL”/ ' 

; ,But sonje qf the samples he takes 
arc sent to a Wyoming forensics 
lab where they become part of a 


project begun six years ago to track 
the-^NA of mammals. That study 
was begun to assist in criminal 
poaching cases, in which, for 
example, rangers could prove a 
mounted elk head discovered in 
Utah belonged to a Yellowstone 
elk. This research has also expand- 
ed into developing ways to track 
^individual bears by picking up scat 
or hair, rather than having to radio 
'collar them, said Gunther. 

Other samples arc used in a four- 
. year ongoing study of diseases in- 
, Yellowstone mammals, he said. 
Many of the birds killed along the 
roads arc preserved by Barbara 
Williams, a taxidermist who works 
for the park’s bird specialist. Some 
of these birds will go into displays, 
while others will be used for study. 

. Along with these scientific stud- 
ies and use of meat as bear bait, 
Gunther keeps track of roadkill pat- 
terns to locate areas where posted 
speed limits should be reduced 
because of high wildlife densities.

— r HALIFAX,-Nova-Scotia-— 
Treasury Secretary Robert Rubin 
said Saturday that future economic 
emergencies like Mexico’s peso cri- 
sis coujd be prevented by reforms 
proposed by the world’s seven 
largest industrial countries. 

Rubin gaid countries would be 
motivated to pursue sound economic 
policies if they knew their financial 
condition would be disclosed fre- 
qucntly to financial markets and the 
public. 

He cpmparcd the proposed disclo- 
sure system for countries to the 
quarterly reporting requirements for 
publicly held companies. 

“If you have the same system for 
financial markets, the situation that 
required Mexico to attract that kind 
of money would never have devel- 
oped,” Rubin said. 

.. ‘Transparency (full disclosure) is 
at the htmit.of the American regula- 
tory system,'’ he added. 

Rubin made bis remarks as 
President Clinton and the leaders of 
the other six industrial countries 
known as the Group of Seven con- 


cluded their three-day economic 
summit in Halifax. 

— In addition to the TJnitcdrStatcs, 
the G-7 countries include Britajn, 
Canada, France, Germany, Japan 
and Italy. The leaders were joined 
Saturday by Russian President Boris 
Yeltsin for their political discus- 
sions. 

The leaders proposed Friday to 
require member nations of the 
Internatiopal Monetary Fund to 
moke frequent and complcte disclo- 
sures of their government’s spend- 
ing practices and the actions of their 
central banks. - 

The G-7 countries also decided to 


expand to $58 billion an existing 
IMF emergency fund that would be 
used to stabilize nations when they 
encounter a crisis like the one that 
folio wed* lost year’s peso devalua- 
tion by Mexico. 

It is'unclcar how much the United 
States will be asked to increase its 
existing $4.25 billion contribution to 
the fund. But it will require an 
appropriation from Congress. On 
Friday, Sen. Phil Gramm, R-Tcxas, 
criticized the fund as international 
welfare. 

Asked if Gramm’s remarks would 
set the tenor for congressional 
debate, Rubin replied: ’.There is ah ' 


— extremely important issue in 
Congress and the country in under- 
standing how important these insti- 
tutions, and funding these institu- 
tions, arc to our economic self-inter- 
est and our security self-interest."

Man proposing 
dam owns Buhl 
plant penalized 
for low flows

TWIN FALLS - The man who wants to 
build a hydroelectric dam across the Snake 
River at Auger Falls is co-5Wner of a small 
hydro plant ncar_Buhl that hasjrcpcatcdly 
failed to keep Deep Creek flowing at mini- 
mum levels. 

According to the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission, Cogeneration inc. 

. broke its agreement to provide minimum 
flows in peep Creek on at least 77 -days 
between May 1991 and June 1994. 

The president of Cogeneration Inc. is Salt 
Lake City businessman Steve Harmscn. » 

Earlier this month, FERC ordered 
Cogeneration to install an automated, motor- 
ized gate to ensure minimum streamflows in 
Deep Creek by June 30. If the company 
misses the deadline, it must shut down the 

Lateral 10 power plant by. July.l l. . 

Moreover, FERC also may choose to pun- 
ish Cogeneration for the violations that have 
already occurred; penalties can reach 
$ 10,000 per violation. 

"These violations were not intentional and 
they caused no damage," Harmscn said in a 
telephone interview Thursday. “We tried to 
be diligent.” ' _ - 

Harmscn has nearly all the permits ncccs- 
I sary to build a hydroelectric dam across the 
Snake River less than three miles* down- 
stream of the Perrine Bridge. The Idaho 
Division of Environmental Quality hns . 
.^agreed- to issue a key water-quality certifi- 
f -cate, provided Cogeneration meet rigorous 
■ standards - including minimum streamflows 
- below the dam. 

If built, the Auger Falls dam would feature 
remote-sensing devices -to alert dam opera- • 
tors when Snake River flows drop below 
minimum levels, said Mike McMnstcrs, 
DEQ compliance officer in Twin Falls. Dam 
operators would have to adjust flow rates by 
hand, McMasters said; no automated gates 
would be required. 

Harmscn said a $25,000 automated diver- 
} Sion gate will be installed at the Lateral 10 
3 plant by the end of the month. It would have 
, been installed this winter, but.thc Twin Falls 
; Cana) Co. - which provides the. water - 
wanted to know more about the gate before 
it granted approval. 

“Cogeneration provided us with some 
sketchy, plans,” said Vince Albcrdi, canal 
company manager. “We resisted approving 
those plans because they did not provide 
enough detail. 

. “We have too many water users, and 
we’re not about to approve, any plans that 
don’t make sense for them," be said, adding 
that newly submitted plans will probably 
pass muster. 

In return for the water', the Twin Falls 
Canal Co. collects about 10 percent of the . 
power plant’s net revenues, Albcrdi said.

Cogeneration Inc. is responsible for the “ 
Lateral 10 project, Harmscn insisted the 
company has nothing to do with Lateral 10. •

Twin Falls 
police handed the man a form that failed 
to properly advise him of his rights,,

The language on the form is different 
from the wording in the law. 

The form asks people to “explain why” 
they refused to -take the drunken driving 
tests. The statute says they must “show 
cause. 

The Idaho Court of Appeals ruled that* 
the words “explain why” communicate a 
lower burden of proof than “show cause.” 


therefore Virgil’s drivers license should 
be reinstated, according to the decision. 

Idaho State Police officers gave Wood 
a similar form when they pulled him over 
for having one working headlight on his 
van on the night of Jan. 28. Wood refused 
to -take drunken driving tests and said he 
hadn't been drinking, but police arrested 
him anyway because they thought they 
smelled alcohol on him and saw him 
stumble. 

Borrcscn ruled April 25 that Wood 
couldn’t drive for six months bccausc.Jtc 
failed to show sufficient cause for why he 
shouldn’t have taken the drunken-driving 
tests. Two weeks ago, Borrcsen over- 
turned his decision, Mescrvy said. • *

Migrants find fewer 
jobs this year — — -

BURLEY - Within the pnst 
week, migrant farm workers have 
started asking for gas money so 
they, can return home .to. 
California, Texas or Mexico. 

The numbers of workers seem 
to be exceeding job supply and 
available housing, according to 
Cathy Herrera, a social worker 
with the South' Central 
Community Action Agency in 
Burley. 

By the end of May, the agency 
ran out of money designated for 
housing subsidies and only can 
provide gas vouchers for those 
• looking for employment or who 
need health care, Herrera said. 

Migrants tell Herrera they have 
been living in their cars at the 
Snake River Recreational Vehicle 
Campground in Declo, at the 
parks or living in cars wherever 
they can, she said. 

The Cassia and Minidoka 
County sheriff departments say 
they haven’t had problems yet 
-this-yenr-with-pcople-livingon- 
the streets. Cassia County com- 
missioners have rcccived.six- 


complaints so far of people living 
in unsanitary conditions without 
water and sewer on private prop- 
erty. 

Minidoka-County hasn't seen 
□ny yet, according to Pam Day, 
who works in the planning and 
zoning office. 

"I’m surprised. Wc knew there 
was a shortage of houses. Either 
it’s not as bad as we’ve been told 
or nobody is reporting," she said. 

Usually reports of people 
crowding info homes or living in 
unsanitary conditions start com- 
mg in during the spring. Day 
said. 

Meanwhile, Herrera says peo- 
ple would be amazed by the num- 
bers of migrants coming into the 
community' action agency look- 
ing for a place to live and work. 

“I wasn’t expecting that many 
migrants to be coming," she said. 

A lot of single men arc coming 
in who don’t have a place to live 
for the summer, and they say jobs 
arc scarce this year, Herrera said. 
And many homeless people with 
idle time on their hands is breed- 
ing-ground for trouble,- she said: 

"Things arc going to be scary 
this year," Herrera said. .

Eating bugs is natural for many 


CHICAGO — When Air Force 
pilot Scott O’Grady was rescued six 
days after his jet was shot down over 
— Bosnia, “America heaved a sigh of 
relief. When it was learned that, to 
survive, O’Grady had eaten bugs', 
some Americans neatly heaved. 

The rest qf the globe’s peoples — 
though some may blanch nt the 
thought of heps’ eggs or escargot — 
arc far less squeamish about insect 
eating than arc those of us who come 
mainly from a'Westem European gus- 
tatory tradition. 

Bolivians munch roasted lcaf-cut- 
tcr ants as though they were peanuts 
and plaim they tqstc like bacon. In 
Mexico, a variant on the taco fea- 
tures ant eggs cooked in butter. 
Many a red agave worm (not a true 
worm but a caterpillar) has viewed 
the world ..from the bottom of a 
tequila bottle, and even the fastidi- 
ous Swedes use ant pupae (an inter- 
mediate stage in insect develop- 
ment) to flavor gin. 

Fnney restaurants in Mexico City 
serve a small cup of ants they call 
escamolcs for about $20. In Thailand,

Dole promises 
mayors freedom 

MIAMI (AP) — Republican 
presidential candidate Bob Dole 
promised big-city mayors 
Saturday that they con expect 
greater freedom from federal rules 
if he is elected.

She called first for her mother, who 
has been at her side for two months. 

"I went from almost being dead to 
Susan’s voice trails off. 

"... knowing we’re going to 
walk," her mother says firmly. , 

In her hospital room, Susan pulls 
back the white sheet that had covered 
her outstretched legs. Meta! braces 
resembling erector sets encircle her 
calves past her knees. Thick screws 
pierce her legs, and thin wires run 
clear through like dental floss. 

Parts of the bones jn her left foot 
were pulverized, leaving that leg 
three inches shorter than her right. . 
As the braces stretch her leg, the , 
skin tears and skid marks of dried 
blood arc left in the screws’ wake. 

Her doctor carries in a Craftsman 
toolbox every time he adjusts the 
braces. 

"I’m pretty tough when it comes 
right down to it," she says. 

"I may have to wear a knee brace, 
but I’m planning on coming out of 
this fairly whole.

Reichstag 
goes under 
the wrap

BERLIN — Nearly a quarter-cen- 
tury after he first sought permission 
■to swaddle Germany's most contro- 
versial building in fabric, the 
American wrapmaster Christo Finally 
converted his vision into art Saturday 
as a tchm of steeplejacks began truss*- . 
ing up the Berlin Reichstag with..a 
million square feet of silver cloth and 
nine miles of blue rope. 

The first of 70 veils of woven 
polypropylene spilled down an inner 
courtyard shortly after dawn while ‘ 
Christo’s legions swarmed over the 
once and future German parliament 
building, tugging, tucking and wrap-’ 
ping away. By noon a chill drizzle 
'had given way to sunshine, and the 
Reichstag’s four comer towers gradu- 
ally vanished beneath the glittering 
fabric. Enveloping the entire building 
is expected to take four days. 

The “Wrapped Reichstag” has long 
had this town atwittcr with anticipn- 
. tion — Berlin schoolchildren have 
been wrapping everything from pen- 
cils to classrooms — and a sizable 
crowd swarmed around the project 
Saturday, gawking and opining. 
Would-be critics predict the finished 
. product, to be on display for two 
weeks, will resemble a vast space- 
ship, a silver lame sculpture or, less 
generously, a diapered hafbox. 

“You have so much empty space 
between the fabric and the building, 
and that empty space will be filled - 
with the wind,” Christo said in an 
interview. "The wind will make the 
Reichstag like a living object, like it’s 
breathing." 

Whatever the project’s aesthetic 
appeal, it may not prove to be the 
tourist magnet predicted last winter 
by Berlin city officials, who rashly 
estimated that the event would draw 3 
to 5 million visitors. 

For Christo, the realization of bold 
ambition may also prove costly. He 
conceded that the project — to be 
financed with the sale of prints and 
other memorabilia — is likely -to far 
exceed cost projections. “Instead of 
S 7 million," he forecast, “it will be 
$10 (million) or $1 1 million. "

Absent fathers at root 
of debate over values

RUPERT — Dad didn't show up for gradu- 
ation. 

Ho wanted to be there; said he was plan- 
ning to come. But Dad’s new wife refused to 
come with him, so Dad stayed away. 

“Did it hurt the lad? Of course it did," said 
Don Jaaob3.jvbo runs the Idaho Youth 
Ranch, describing a resident of his facility. 
“But the father is not in the boy’s, life, and 
he’s tpm. It’s a tough decision, and he decid- 
ed to stay away." 

A lot of dads are making the same call 
these days. A 50 percent divorce rate and a 35 
percent out-of-wedlock birthrate mean that 
~twosflfths'of‘American'ldds'wiirgo"to _ 8lett)r' 
tonight in a household in which their biologi- 
cal fathers don’t live. 

More than half of all children who don't 
live with their dads have never been in their 
father’s home; 26 percent of absent fathers 
don’t even live in the same state os their chil- 
dren. 

America used to be a nation whose fathers 
were away on business. Now they’re just 
gone. 

“A generation ago, an American child 
' could reasonably expect to grow up with his 
’ or her father,” wrote David Blankenthom, au- 
thor of "Fatherless America: Confronting Our 
Most Urgent Social Problem." “Today, an 
American child can reasonably expect not to." 

That prospect appalls Blankenthom, who 
says social evils ranging from poverty to child 
sexual abuse to gang violence can be directly 
laid at the door of Dad’s new address. 

“I think that’s an exaggeration, but it’s clear 
that there are serious conscquences-for chil- 
dren growing up in fatherless families," said 
. David Davis, clinical director at Canyon View 
Hospital and Counseling Center in Twin 
Falls. "The natural order of things is that kids 
should have two parents." 

But for Eric Jones, a Twin Falls psycholo- 
gist, the damage runs deeper than the econom- 
ic and social disadvantages of growing up in a 
single-parent household 
“What. fathers. do is teach boys how to be- 
‘ have like men," he shidTThey teach them re- 
sponsibility, accountability, how to treat 
■ women. Without that, there are negative 
repercussions for the whole society.” 

Jones is also a^foster parent, so he sees 
those consequences writ large. 

“I've stayed up with a foster kid for three 
nights in a row, talking, just talking to him, 
trying to get him to trust an adult male again," 

. he said. “Once that trust is lost, it's not easy to 
get back." . 

Many fatherless boys, Jones says, ore wary 
of authority figures, and they act,the part. 
Thty shun responsibility, arc suspicious of re- 
lationships and spurn commitment because 
they fear being hurt again. 

And their relationships with women some- 
times range from ambivalent to predatory. 

“Oftentimes what they don’t learn is sexual 
responsibility," he said “And that there are 
consequences to their actions." 

There are implications for fatherless 
daughters as well, says Mike Guclker, a Twin I 
Foils counselor. < 

“It’s not unusual to see a girl who’s grown 1 
up without a fnther trying to find that land of < 
relationship when she grows up," he said, i 
“Maybe inner choice of a partner." c 

"That’s sometimes the cose when people 1 
marry when they’re young,” Jones said. 
“Maybe they’re looking for a mother or to be 1 
mothered. What happens somewhere down ' 1 
the line when one of them decides they want a . 
partner instead of a parent?" . t

It’s the bond between caretaker and child 
that counts, Blanken thorn’s detractors argue. 
As Murphy Brown sought to teach Dan 
Quayle three years ago, marriage need not be 
the all-defining characteristic of family. 

“The updated Old-Fashioned Dad is a cre- 
ation of the (neo-conservatives), who believe 
America was a better democracy when Ward 
Cleaver worked and June stayed home, iron- 
ing,” wrote Ann Gerhart, a columnist with' the 
Philadelphia Daily News. 

Ruth Bondurant, a psychiatric social work- 
er in Kimberly, agrees that nurturing is the 
better part of parenting, but she also believes 
that children still need a mother and a father. 

’The advantage to children of. having two 


parents is that each has their strengths and that 
they support each other," she said.- “It’s not 
that a single parent can’t be a good parent; it’s 
just that it’s much harder — harder economi- 
cally and emotionally.” 

It’s harder partly because the extended fam- 
ilies that used to supply surrogate fathers to 
Jdds nre disappearing, leaving the Boy Scouts, 
Giri Scouts, Little League coaches and church 
groups struggling to fill the gap. 

“Where ore the Big Brothers and Big Sis- 
ters?" said Morris Morgrct, a Twin Falls 
counselor. ‘To me, one of the great joys I get 
from my work is working with kids, and we 
need more adults who feel the same way." 

But suspicion about the motives of grown- 
ups who arc interested in kids not their own 
has discouraged many potential surrogate 
dads, Morgret believes. And a father figure 
who’s unwilling to stick withn kid is worse 
than none at all. 

"The lost thing a kid in that situation needs 
is to have another adult abandon him,” Mor- 
gret said. 

Still, the experts agree that children who are 
looking for father figures usually find them, 
whether they’re positive role models or not 

“Gangs have very strict codes of conduct," . 
Jacobs said. "They’ll give you friendship and 
support — exactly what a father does > — as 
long you steal and commit mayhem for 
them." 

Jacobs sees the decline of fatherhood as an- 
other symbol of the rise of a meaner, colder, 
more aggressive society As typified os the way 
men behaved before parenthood civilized 
them. 

. “A dad who’s too busy or too tired to pay 
attention to a kid is os big a problem as n dad 
who isn’t there," said Poul Frick, who runs the 
Snake River Juvenile Detention Center in 
Twin Falls.

"Fireman" Flynn KOed him in one 
round. In 1916 he was. battered by 
John Lester Johnson, who broke two 
of Dempsey’s ribs. 

Then promoter and trainer Jack 
Kerns sent Dempsey a telegram and 
$5 in Salt Lake City, urging him to 
come to Los Angeles and turn pro. 

He fought more than 70 bouts 
before the Willard fight changed 
everything. 

In 1921, Dempsey fought Georges 
Cnipcntier before a crowd of 80,183 
fans and 700, reporters at Boyle’s 
Acres in Jersey City, NJ., the first SI 
.million boxing gate. Carpcnticr, a 
Frenchman, fell in four rounds. 
Dempsey earned $300,000, and 
Carpentier got $200,000. — 

• Dempsey’s last successful title 
defense was Sept 14, 1923, in another 
SI million gate at New York’s Polo 
Grounds. In that dramatic bout, 
Argentina’s Luis Firpo, nicknamed 
"The Wild Bull of the Pampas," 
knocked Dempsey out of the ring.

Johnson keeps sweep hopes alive

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - 
Michael Johnson stayed on course for 
his sprint double at the USA-Mobil 
Championships on Saturday, while 
track and field’s world governing 
body failed to help his bid for such a 
feat at next year's Olympics. 

Johnson, winner of the national 
400-mctcr title Friday night in 43.66 
seconds, the fourth- fastest ever, began 
his chase for the 200 championship by 
winning his opening-round heat in a 
wind-aided 20.21, then zipping to a 
1995 world-leading 20.04 clocking in 
the semifinals to move into Sunday's 
final. 

The only male runner to sweep the 
.two long sprints at the national cham- 
pionships was Mnxcy Long in 1899. 

Johnson also plans to rui\ both 
evenly at the World Championships at 
Gotcborg, Sweden, Aug. 4*13 — n 
meet in which no man has eveij 
attempted to win both in the same 
year. Johnson won the 200 world title 
in 1991 and the 400 in 1993. 

He has expressed a strong desire to 
compete in the two events at the 1996 
Atlanta Games, if the schedulc.was 
favorable. 

The International Amateur Athletic 
Federation tried to accommodate him 
by adding 50 minutes between the 200 
semifinals and the 400 final at 
Atlanta, giving him 2:35 between 
races. 

"He can run easily," IAAF presi- 
dent Primo Nebiolo said in announc- 
ing the schedule change at Budapest, 
Hungary. “If he runs backwards, he 
can still do it. The schedule is very 
good for him." 

Johnson, who is still hoping that the 
schedule could be adjusted, was not 
satisfied. 

“It’s not what I'm looking for, " he 
said. "I appreciate what they’re trying 
to do, but I need the events completely 
separated. 


“I’ll have to finish all four rounds of 
the 400 before I start the 200. If that’s 
not done, then I can’t do it." 

Phil Henson, the competition man- 
ager for trapk and field at Atlanta, 
agreed with Johnson that the lAAF’s 
decision was not sufficient. 

“It solved part of the problem, but 1 
don’t think if’s the day Johnson and 
his coach (Clyde Hart) were really 
concerned with,” Henson said. “It 
didn’t solve the problem.” 

In the 200 semifinals Saturday, 
Johnson was pitted against Mike 
Marsh, the 1992 Olympic gold medal- 
ist and the winner of Friday night’s 
100, and again he made it look easy. 
After surging into the lead around the 
curve, Johnson slowed about 10. 
meters from the finish in beating 
Marsh (20.19) by about two meters. 

Kevin Little had the best semifinal 
time, a wind-aided 19.94, the fastest 
in the world under any conditions this 
year. ' 

In Saturday’s finals, Michoel 
Conley, the Olympic and world cham- 
pion in the men’s triple jump, lea ped j 
56 feet, 4H .inchcs.on his final attempt, 
the best by an American this year, to 
win his seventh national title.

Retailers warmed to debit because it’s 
easier and safer than handling checks and 


cash and the costs of offering debit have 
come down. Some even offer discounts to 
customers who use debit cards. 

There’s no data on the exact number of 
merchants across the country that accept 
debit cards, but a figure that illustrates 
growth is the number of swipe devices. 
Last year stores across the country had 
343,960 devices, more than double the 
number in 1993, according to Bank Net- 
work News. 

Debit’s big growth is at grocery and 
convenience stores and gas stations. Hun- 
dreds of small and medium food store 
chains in Pennsylvania have signed up for 
debit acceptance through a program of- 
fered by Meridon Bank. 

In New York, A&P, D’Agostinos and 
Grand Union supermarkets accept ATM 
cards. And oil companies have forged al- 
liances with regional networks so con- 
sumers can use ATM cards at gas stations. 

The common denominator is small ticket 
purchases. Consumers like to use debit 
cards for purchases of around $40.

The idea is to plug people like Franks into 
steady jobs so they won’t have to depend on 
unemployment checks and can contribute taxes. 

The state pays for a share of the training costs 
through the community college system. Students 
pay tuition, and continue to get their regular 
unemployment checks. 

TTic program, known as work force training, is 
so popular the Legislature is talking about adding ..

But work force training has its opponents. The 
state’s business lobby objects to what it calls a 
raid on the unemployment fund, — which nowhasa 
surplus of $1.4 billion. 

For years, the business lobby fought efforts to 
tap that surplus, which comes from taxes on busi- 
nesses. The surplus is held in ease the state suf- 
fers an economic recession. 

Business officials say unemployment money is 
not intended for college classes, but to support 
workers Who lose their jobs. The state should find 
another way to pay for the training, business lob- 
byists said. ... 

“You can find thousands of ways to justify 
how to spcnd.raoncylfrom.thc.uncmploymcnt 
insurance fund,” soid Don Bpunncll, president of 
the Association of Washington Businesses.

The program so far has served more than 8,500 
full-time students at a cost of about $43 mil j ion 
over two ydars. 

Workers who’ve lost their jobs don’t much 
care about the politics. 

Jim Neihousc was one of 100 people laid off 
when SNE Enterprises closed its wood-working 
plant in Spokane. At age 43, it was the second 
time he had lost, a job in the wood-products 
industry. *' 

“Unfortunately, a lot of us have found out we 
have no choice but to change,” said Neihousc, 
who wants to become a photographer. 

Workers who lose their jobs frequently find 
themselves questioning their self-worth. College 
instructors said losing a job' may seem bad at the 
time, but it can open new doors that could be 
highly rewarding in the long run. 

“In our society when we arc without work, we 
arc without identity,” instructor Mary Everett 
said during a class for unemployed workers. “We 


have to be aware everything is changing and we 
constantly have to be learning all our lives.” 

Instructors stress the need to learn job skills 
that arc marketable in an economy that is moving 
toward technology and service delivery. .. 

‘The computer is a tool that is going to deter- 
mine whether you get a decent paying job or 
not,” said instructor Bill Holcomb. 

The work force training program came our of a ^ 
growing awareness that the economy is changing 
so quickly that workers arc. frequently being 
forced to adjust their skills. 

State government, business and labor have 
been studying the problem. The business lobby 
argues the current training program is inadequate. 

A more comprehensive program should be imple- 
mented, said the AWB’s Brunnell. 

Botka said work force training is better than 
nothing, particularly in the political climate of 
tight budgets. Washington’s public colleges and 
universities have suffered fr om fundin g cuts, ond 
work force (raining gives those institutions the 
chance to serve more students, college officials 
said. • 

Work force training costs the unemployment 
fund about $22 million a year, a fraction of the 
total surplus. The program comes up for rcap- 
proval by the Legislature in 1 997. 

When it was approved in 1993, the Legislature 
told colleges to keep track of how many students 
find jobs in new ca retire through work force train- 
ing. That information will be used to decide 
whether the program continues. . 

So far, there isn’t much information on place- 
ment rates statewide, but one of the programs 
offered in Spokane appears to be successful, offi- 
cials said. Spokane Community College is tcam-_. 
ing up with Washington Water Power Co. to 
offer a prc-apprcnticcship in utility line construc- 
tion. Utility companies in the Inland Northwest- 
were having trouble-finding qualified job appli- 
cants from the local area, said Joanne Murcar, 
director of work force training for the colleges. 

Of the 22 people who completed the training 
last year, preliminary reports indicated that 19 
found jobs, some of them with WWP, she said.

They were back at their suburban 
factory making the candy again after 
three months of financial wrangling 
that had closed the plant. “It was 
kind ofjt David-ond-Goliath thing,’’

The chocolate and peanut butter 
treat is one of the nation’s yldcst 
mnchinc-mudc candy bare. It is pop- 
ular in the Midwest and parts of the 
East and especially so in Pittsburgh, 
where Irish immigrant David Lytle 
Clark created it in 1886. 

Most of the plant’s 180 workers 
were laid off in mid-February when a 
creditor accused the owner of D.L. 
Clark Co. of fraud and Clark’s parent 
company filed for bankruptcy protec- 
tion. 

When former owner Leaf Inc. of 
suburban Chicago foreclosed on a $3 
million loan to the owner, it sent in 
tractor-trailers to seize candy and

Conant’s last race, his final shot at the 

Faulkner Cup and a new mink coat — - 

, The Phoenix-based pro stock boat 
driver wanted to end his racing career by 
winning his favorite event, the Idaho 
Regatta in Burley. In 14 years at the race, 
the best the 1992 pro stock class National 
Champion had done was runner-up to the 


Regatta prize. 

A violent crash while attempting to set 


a new pro stock speed record ended 
Conant’s life and racing plans. While- 
racing towards the speed record last 
. November on the Colorado River near 
Parker, Ariz., Conant’s flat bottom boat 
flipped. 

Three days later, he 'died of severe neck 
injuries. 

"Wc were planning on running Burley 
and that was it,” said Conant’s son, Jeff* 
“Wc wanted to win the Faulkner 
MemoriaJ, then he was going to retire." 

Strangely, Conant’s affection for 
Burley started with a weekend of last- 
place finishes. 

Racing in the Regatta for the first time . 
in 1980, Conant’s competition 'jet boat 
finished lost in all four races. The boat 
was plagued with spark plug' wire 
problems, Jeff Conant said. 

“We had a horrible weekend, but we

After 1980, Conant and his son never 
missed a Regatta. Even when they’didn’t 
have a boat one year, the atmosphere of 
Burley beckoned them to rent" S car and 
drive up from Arizona to watch the race. ( 

“We decided if we’re going to go 
anywhere for vacation, it had to be 
Burley,” Jeff Conant said. 


Sitting with spectators and peering into 
the pits, Conant realized his place was on . 
"the water. He went on to dominate the pro 
stock class in Burley, winning his division 
for three straight years starting in 1992. 

‘ Conant arrived on the world circuit as 
well; setting a five mile closed course 
world speed record for pro stocks in 1988. 

In 1988 and 1992, Conant captured the 
American Power Boat Association 
Western Divisional Nationals’pro stock - 
class. 

But the joy of racing always peaked in 
Burley. 

- “It’s hard to explain Burley," said Jeff

. good boat and a good engine." 
Mark Bird, owner of Idaho 
Marine Inc. in Boise, said the 
hull and engine work together in 
a quality boaj. 

“You’ve got to have a good hull 
to handle the horsepower you’re 
going to put into it,” Bird said. 

As for the components such as 
-r the propeller and oil-pump, he 
said, “Everything they put into it 
is a high-performance product” 
Glenn Djlwotth of Jet 
Dynamics in Burley, who races 
competition jets, stressed the 
- importance of several parts of the 
boat, including the engine. 

“Most of them start with a big 
block Chevrolet and then put 
very good components in them," 
he said. 

He also said the propeller or 
impeller is very important on a 
race boat, alpng wtfh a strong 
oiling system, which keeps the 
oil out of the motor. 

"If you have oil sitting in the 
motor, you have oil sloshing 
around in the internal 
components," Dilworth said. 
“That costs horsepower." 

But according to Faulkner, 
there is something eyen more 
important “than' any 
600-horsepower engine or 
30-foot streamlined hull. 

“The 'team* is ;the most 
important thing on the boat,” he 
said; noting that his, team makes 
him feel-comfortable and safe in 
his super stock boat. “People ask 
me how I con go over' 100 mph 
on the straightaway, but I feel 
more scared when I’m on the ‘ 
freeway driving 70-80/’'.; - 


Talkthetalk: Regatta slang and symbols 


If you’re having trouble figuring out why your 
favorite regatta entry has a bad attitude - the. 
boat; not the driver - and the cavitation plates

speed. Bode said. 

Barring wind, water conditions 
at the Idaho Regatta stay smooth,

As a racing site, Riverfront Park 
is one of the best facilities in the 
power boat racing circuit, Burley , 
Regatta Committee member Terry 
Bingham said. 

Eight boats can be hunched at a 
time from the docks and boat 
ramps at the park. And there are 
no potholes or gravel roads to 
transport the expensive boats 
over, everything is paved, - 
Bingham Said.

1994 Camara. "Retail management wasn't 
the lop of my list," he says. "But it’s a 
good job for now. I thought it would be 
a good stepping stone — get two. three 
years' experience and move on from there." 

In Blacksburg, Va., the earnings of De- 
nise,39, and.Fredrick Huff, 44, illus- 
trate much about today’s job market, good 
and bad. She works for a large defense 
contractor, finding private businesses 
to fill its many unused plants following 
military-spending cuts. Her job combines 
• . continued 
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specialized knowledge with aspects of 
entrepreneurship. She does it well, con- 
tributes to corporate profits and, after 
17 years with the same company, makes 
$80,000: a real peace dividend. 

“While Denise has been untouched. 
I’ve been murdered,” says Fred. He had 
been a fireman working for the same 
employer for 17 years. But when the 
company downsized from 5000 to 1300 
employees, he was swept away too. Fire 
and security services were “out- 
sourced” — and Fred went to work for 
the supplier that won the contract So he 
is now doing his old job, except two lev- 
els higher in authority and at $9 JO an 
hour instead of his old $14. 

Ultimately, out-sourcing is a way for 
companies to puss along (and reduce) pay- 
roll costs. Its flip side is that the tem- 
porary-employment industry ’s revenues 
increased by nearly 25% last year. And 
Charles Brockman, 59, of Mechanics- 
burg, Pa., is well positioned to prosper. 

He cams $50,000 as the owner/found- ' 
er of Restart, a temp agency that spe- 
cializes m placing older woikers. The typ- 
ical Restart temp is 54 and female (60%). 
Some have little work experience, and 
some have a lot. “These are people who 
have, maybe, only worked for two com- 
panies in their whole life,” Brockman says, 
“who show up for work 20 minutes ear- 
ly, who don’t come to work drunk or on 
drugs.” He pauses. “These arc facts of lift" 

Marisa Leal, 37, of North Hollywood, 
Calif., also had to contend with a few 
unpleasant facts last year. First her car 
was stolen. Then earthquakes destroyed 
her home. Then public broadcasting had 
its budget cut Employed by a nonprofit 
consortium to finance Latino-inspired 
programming for public TV, she could 
have lost her job. But she didn’t 
. “We realized we had-to-go-to other- 
sources for funds — both public and pri- 
vate— just to survive," she says. “We did 
it and it’s working.” Her hard work got 
her promoted to program director, with 
a raise from $28,000 to $32,000. 

After moving to a new house and 
buying a new car, she has started to save. 
“You feel safe,” says Leal. “You can 
hold your head up high. I set aside $300 
every month. I’ve paid off school. I have 
no dependents. After a career in the arts,

I T ONCE HAD BEEN A TOMBSTONE 
factory but was long since abandoned. To 
the residents of the Hill District in New 
Haven, Conn. — a racially mixed inner- 
city area with a large Latino population — 
this house was an eyesore, one of many 
in a neighborhood of bumed-out build- 
ings and streets littered with brokcn'glass. 
That was three years ago. Today, when 
. the residents of the Casa Otoflal public. 
I housing project look out across their street, 
they see a house that is pulsing with life. Its yard — 
bnce filled with garbage and nibble— is now lined 
with tulips and other flowers. And the sounds of chil- 
dren playing echo far beyond its walls. 

Welcome to Casa Linda, a place where the old and 
young mix easily. Here, dollhouses made by the el- 
derly occupy the shelves, and children’s drawings dec- 
orate the walls. On the day of my visit, a group of se- 
niors played instruments and sang traditional Spanish 
songs, while children danced around the room, shak- 
ing handmade maracas. Kathy Montes, 1 1, was paint- 
ing a cardboard cutout of herself. “I come here because 
it's fun,” she said. “The people are nice." „ 
Virgenmina Davila, 71, a resident of, Casa Otoflal 
(which means Autumn House) directed me to Linda 
Kantor, the project's founder and a Casa Otoflal board 
director. “Linda is her name, and it is also the name 
of this house,” Mrs. Davila told me. “So I call her 
Linda two times: In Spanish, linda means beautiful, 
and both Linda and the house are beautiful.” 

Linda Kantor has been involved with senior hous- 
,ing issues in New Haven for more than 20 years. Her 
tireless spirit touches many of those around hen One 
moment she was dancing with the older folks to the 
beat of Latin music, then she ran off to And some dry 
socks for a rain Soaked child. When she stopped for 
a minute, I asked why she had started this project 
“The old can teach the young the values of the 
. past” Kantor explained. “They, also can be the lead-, 
ers of a neighborhood's regeneration. There are many 
senior bousing developments around the country, but 
they neglect to reach out to the community— -they 
become walled-in territories. We can’t cubbyhole the 
elderly in apartments. If we want the elderly to reach 
out to the community, they need to leave the place 
where they live and be able to go to work.” 

Kantor’s solution was to develop a center where the 
elderly re sidents of Casa Otoflal c ould com e a nd do 
productive work, teaching their skills and traditions to 
the younger generation. With her own money and oth-

er private contributions, she purchased the abandoned 
building across from Casa Otoflal and renovated it 
with the help of volunteers. Residents of Casa Otoflal 
named the house for her shortly after it was completed. 

On Valentine’s Day in 1 992, Casa Linda opened its 
doors and the craft workshops began. The next step was 
to get the children involved “We went to area schools 
and asked them to send us their 15 toughest kids,” 
said Edith Benias, the assistantdirector ofCasaOtofiaL 
“But the first day, I panicked: 31 children showed up." r 

Since then, Casa Linda has been filled with children 
and older people working together and playing games. 
Ernesto Lopez, 62, comes here to play his calfskin 
drum and to teach the children traditional merengue 
music. Diorusio Matias, 73, a resident of Casa Otoflal, 
showed me a plastic bag of small dominoes he had 
sanded down. Matias has the children paint the dots 
on each block a s a way to' teach them math skills. In 
another room, 76-year-old Bwnice Diaz was mak- 
ing dolls with several other women. After speaking
